feed. The opinion is quite general 
that such grain makes poor feed 
or may even be poisonous. Con¬ 
sequently it sells at a low price. 
The following suggestions indicate 
how this grain may be profitably 
fed to livestock. 

Moldy Grain— 

~ Most common molds are harm¬ 
less when fed to livestock. How¬ 
ever, a few molds are dangerous 
and when fed may produce toxic 
symptoms. Moldy grain, generally, 
is less palatable than good quality 
grain. Hence, cattle and sheep may 
take a few days to get use to it. 
In order to avoid a setback in feed 
intake, moldy grain should be in¬ 
troduced into the ration gradually. 
In any event, watch the animals 
closely for any signs of digestive, 
disturbances. If they occur, remow 
the moldy grain from the ration. 
Sprouted Grain— 

Under damp conditions grain in 
the swath will sprout. Sprouting 
lowers the yield per acre and the 
bushel weight but it is not harmful 
to livestock. In the process of 
germination the starchy' portion of 
the kernel is gradually used up and 
this reduces its nutritional value. 
However, for a nutritionally 
balanced ration the deficit: in 
energy must be made up from 
other sources, such as oil, tallow, 
corn, or plump cereal grain. 

Frozen Grain—■ 

Experiments have shown that 
the bushel weight of grain in¬ 
creases to within four days of 
maturity'. After the kernel has 
formed, most of this increase in 
weight is starch. Exposure to frost 
before the grain in mature reduces

maturity of the sample. As a re¬ 
sult, frozen immature grain is re¬ 
latively high in bran and hull but 
low in starch or energy. Rations 
containing frozen grain may be 
fed to all classes of stocjc but the 
deficit in energy should be made 
up from other sources as suggest¬ 
ed for sprouted grain. For instance, 
to 100 pounds of wheat weighing 
30 pounds per bushel, you should 
add 24 pounds of wheat weighing 
60 pounds per bushel. If the wheat 
weighs 40 pounds per bushel, add 
19 pounds of high quality wheat 
and if it weighs 50 pounds per 
bushel, add 9 pounds.
